NEW ORLEANS (AP) 
— With a tight new cap 
freshly installed on its 
leaking well in the Gulf 
of Mexico, BP planned 
gradual tests starting 
Tuesday to see If the device 
can stop oil from pouring 


into the sea for the first 
time in nearly three months. 
The cap would be just a 
temporary solution, but it 
offers the best hope yet for 
cutting off the crude that 
has fouled the Gulf since 
the Deepwater Horizon 
rig leased by BP exploded 
April20,killing 11 workers.

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Obama nominates Jacob lew as new budget director

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

President Barack Obama 
nominated a top State 
Department official to 
serve as director of the 
Office of Management 
and Budget Tuesday, 
charging him with 


putting the U.S. on a 
fiscally responsible path. 
“At a time when so many 
families are tightening 
their belts, he’s going to 
make sure the government 
continues to tighten its own,” 
Obama said in announcing 
Deputy Secretary of State 
Jacob Lew’s selection 


at the White House. 
“He’s going to do this 
while making government 
more efficient, more 
responsive to the people it 
serves,” Obama continued. 
If confirmed by the Senate, 
Lew would assume the 
Cabinet-level post with 
the administration facing a 
deficit already exceeding 
$1 trillion for the first three 
quarters of the fiscal year. 
Current projections 

show unsustainably large 
deficits predicted for the 
coming decade, but the 
administration has not 
devised a plan to wrestle 
them under control, instead 
pinning its hopes on a 
bipartisan fiscal commission 
that many believe is doomed 
to election-year gridlock. 
Lew is no stranger to the 
job, having served as budget 
director for almost three 
years at the tail end of the 


Clinton administration. 
He presided over an era of 
surpluses that were fueled 
by the revenue boom of the 
late 1990s — when federal 
coffers were so flush that 
policymakers pressed to put 
extra pension fund revenues 
into a “lockbox” so that 
they would not be used 
to fund other programs. 
Lew would take over for 
current OMB director 
Peter Orszag, who is 
stepping down this month. 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton recruited 
Lew to serve as deputy 
secretary of state for 
management and resources, 
a position that had been 


created during the Bush 
administration but had never 
been filled. In that post, 
Lew was instrumental in 
securing increased funding 
for State Department 
operations and international 
affairs in Obama’s first 
two proposed budgets. 
But Lew was not a desk¬ 
bound accountant. In 
addition to maneuvering 
through the appropriations 
process, Lew was also 
a diplomat, traveling 
abroad to places like Iraq, 
Pakistan and Afghanistan 
to look into U.S. assistance 
programs and evaluate their 
efficiency and effectiveness.

An Iranian scientist sought 
refuge in the Pakistani 
Embassy compound and 

asked to go home, an 
apparent defection gone 

wrong that could embarrass 
the United States and its 
efforts to gather intelligence 
on Tehran’s suspected 
nuclear weapons program. 
Iran — and at one point, 
scientist Shahram Amiri 

— claimed the CIA had 
kidnapped him; the United 
States said Tuesday that 
nothing of the sort happened. 
Amiri disappeared while on 
a pilgrimage to Saudi Arabia 
in June 2009, surfacing 

in videos but otherwise 
out of sight until the latest 
bizarre twist in the case. 
“Mr. Amiri has been in the 
United States of his own 
free will and he is free to 
go,” Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
said. It was the first time 
the Obama administration 
publicly acknowledged Amiri 
was in the United States. 
Reliable and timely 
information about Iran’s 
nuclear program is of 
enormous importance to the 
Obama administration and 
other countries seeking to 
stop the Islamic republic from 
getting the bomb. Beyond 
using diplomatic means to 
try to stop Iran, the United 
States and Israel have not 
ruled out using military force. 
Iran maintains that 
its nuclear program is 
for peaceful purposes. 
Washington has denied Iran’s 
accusation that U.S. agents 
kidnapped Amiri, a charge that 
grew more confused with the 
appearance in recent months 
of videos purporting to show 
Amiri making conflicting 


claims about his fate. 
“He left his family behind, 
that was his choice,” said a 
U.S. official who was briefed 
on the case and spoke on 
the condition of anonymity 
because the official was 
not authorized to speak 
publicly about the case. 
In one, he claimed U.S. 
and Saudi “terror and 
kidnap teams” snatched 
him; in another, he said he 
was happily studying for a 
doctorate in the United States. 
The murky circumstances 
gave credence to the theory 
that Amiri, 32, might have 
been coerced by Iran into 
claiming he was kidnapped. 
“I expect they got to his 
family,” said Clare Lopez, 
senior fellow at the Center 
for Security Policy and a 
former operations officer for 
the CIA. “Now he’ll go back 
and save them.” ABC News 
reported that Amiri called 
home this year because he 
missed his wife and son in 
Iran and that his son had 


been threatened with harm. 
Whatever the reason for his 
disappearance, important 
questions remain about 
what of value, if anything, 
Amiri shared with American 
intelligence about the 
Iranian nuclear program. 
State Department spokesman 
P.J. Crowley said he does not 
know what Amiri may have 
told U.S. officials, but he did 
say that the U.S. government 
“has maintained contact 
with him” during his stay in 
the United States. Pressed 
to say whether Amiri was a 
defector, Crowley replied, “I 
just don’t know the answer.” 
Iran’s foreign minister, 
Manouchehr Mottaki, told a 
news conference in Madrid on 
Tuesday that Amiri was found 
after having been kidnapped 
during the Saudi Hajj and 
taken to the United States 
against his will. He demanded 
that Amiri be allowed to return 
home “without any obstacle.” 
In brief remarks to reporters, 
Clinton said it was up to 


Amiri to decide whether to 
stay in the United States. 
“These are decisions that 
are his alone to make,” 
Clinton said. “In contrast, 
Iran continues to hold three 
young Americans against 
their will, and we reiterate 
our request that they be 
released and allowed to 
return to their families 


on a humanitarian basis.” 
Clinton was referring to three 
American hikers who have 
been held by Tehran since 
July 2009 on an accusation of 
illegally entering the country. 
They have not been charged. 
Clinton also mentioned the 
case of Robert Levinson, 
a former FBI agent who 
disappeared in Iran in 2007.

may have put profits ahead 
of justice in the al-Megrahi 
case, given the petroleum 
giant’s current handling of 
the Gulf of Mexico oil spill. 
“Evidence in the Deepwater 
Horizon disaster seems to 
suggest that BP would put 
profit ahead of people — 
its attention to safety was 
negligible and it routinely 
underestimated the amount 
of oil gushing into the Gulf,” 
according to the letter from 
Kirsten Gillibrand and 
Charles Schumer of New 
York and Frank Lautenberg 
and Robert Menendez of 
New Jersey. “The question 
we now have to answer 
is, was this corporation 
willing to trade justice in 
the murder of 270 innocent 
people for oil profits?” 
The aim of the investigation, 
they wrote, was to “fully 
determine the legitimacy 
of the decision to release 


this mass murderer and 
to fully understand the 
source of revenue streams 
for this corporation, which 
owes American taxpayers 
and coastal families 
billions of dollars.” 
BP signed a $900 million 
exploration agreement 
with Libya in May 
2007, the same month 
that Britain and Libya 
signed a memorandum of 
understanding that paved 
the way for al-Megrahi’s 
release from a Scottish 
prison. At the time, 
BP said it told British 
officials to seal quickly a 
prisoner transfer agreement 
with Libya but did not 
mention al-Megrahi. 

On Tuesday, BP repeated 
thatitdidnot specifically talk 
about the al-Megrahi case. 
“Like many others we 
were aware that a delay 
in the deal might have 
negative consequences for

“However, we did not 
express a view about 
the specific form of the

Al-Megrahi served eight 
years of a life sentence 
for the Dec. 21, 1988, 
bombing of the Pan Am 
Flight 103 as it flew from 
London to New York. The 
bombing killed 270 people, 
most of them American. 
He was released on 
compassionate grounds and 
returned to Libya in August 
of last year after doctors said 
the cancer-stricken man had 
only three months to live. 


Log Cabin Republicans 
that has put the government 
in the position of 
defending the policy 

while Obama is pushing 
Congress to repeal it. 
U.S. District Judge Virginia 
A. Phillips is conducting a 
non-jury trial of the lawsuit, 
the broadest challenge to 
the policy in recent years. 
The 19,000-member 

Log Cabin Republicans 
include current and 

former military members. 
Woods said that if the 
lawsuit prevails he will ask 
the judge to immediately 
halt use of the policy. 
“Don’t ask, don’t tell” 
prohibits the military from 
asking about the sexual 
orientation of service 

members but requires 
discharge of those who 
acknowledge being gay 
or are discovered to be 
engaging in homosexual 
activity, even in the privacy 
of their own homes off base. 
“Our military excludes 
these men and women 

from service solely on the 
basis of status and conduct 
that is constitutionally 
protected,” Woods said in 
his opening. “We aim to 
show you at this trial that 
there is no legitimate basis 
for ‘don’t ask, don’t tell,’ 
and there never has been.” 
U.S. Department of Justice 
attorney Paul G. Freebome 
presented the policy’s 
legislative history but said 
the government would 
not present any other 
evidence or witnesses. 
Freebome said the Log 
Cabin Republicans were 


trying to force change 
through the courts when it 
should be up to Congress. 
“LCR’s entire case is at 
its core an attempt to re¬ 
do those proceedings 
before Congress,” he said. 
Some legal experts say the 
trial could not come at a 
worse time for Obama, who 
derided the policy but has 
failed to get it off the books 
since taking office last 
year. Not only are midterm 
elections approaching, but 
the group suing the U.S. 
government is Republican. 
“This trial is taking place 
as a direct consequence 
of the president’s political 
decision in January 2009 
to put the repeal of this 
law on the back burner,” 
said Richard Socarides, 
an attorney and a senior 
adviser to President Bill 
Clinton on gay rights 
issues. “We shouldn’t 
still be living under a 
law that excludes people 
from military service 
because they are gay.” 
Socarides asserted that 
the Justice Department’s 
defense of the policy 
in court is nonsensical. 
“On the one hand, the 
president has said he’s 
working hard to stop these 
discharges. And on the 
other hand, the Justice 
Department is spending 
taxpayer dollars defending 
their ongoing right to kick 
people out,” Socarides said. 
In a statement e-mailed 
to The Associated Press, 
the Justice Department 
said it is “defending the 
statute, as it traditionally

Engineers will slowly shut 
down three valves that let 
oil flow through the 75-ton 
capping device to see if it 
can withstand the pressure 
of the erupting crude and 
to watch if leaks spring 
up elsewhere in the well. 
BP at first said the tests 
should start by midday but 
later said that was overly 
optimistic. The start was 
pushed back several hours. 
If pressure inside the cap 
stays in a target range for 
roughly six hours after the 
valves are closed, there will 
be more confidence the cap 
can contain the oil, National 
Incident Commander Thad 
Allen told a news briefing 
at BP’s U.S. headquarters 
in Houston. Anything 
lower could indicate 
another leak in the well. 
Allen and BP officials 
repeatedly cautioned 
there are no guarantees 
about the delicate work a 
mile below the sea. Allen 
urged Gulf Coast residents 
watching the possible 
fix evolve to be patient. 
“They ought to be interested 
and concerned but if they 
hold their breath, they’ll run 
out of oxygen. I won’t be,” 
Allen told The Associated 
Press after the briefing. 
The tests could last 
anywhere from six to 48 
hours, Allen and BP said. 
Kent Wells, a senior vice 
president at the oil giant, 
declined to talk about 
BP’s next steps until the 
test results are in hand. 
“It’s not simple stuff. What 
we don’t want to do is 
speculate around it,” Wells 
said in a BP news briefing. 
The cap’s installation 
Monday after three days of 
undersea preparations was 
good news to weary people 
on the coast from Texas to 
Florida, who have waited 
for BP to make good on its 
promiseto clean up themess. 
“Hopefully this is the 
moment when they get 
it cut off,” said Prentiss 
Ming, 23, a Pizza Hut 


manager from Pensacola, 

Florida, who was on the 
beach there. “But you 
can’t really believe it.” 
Still, even if the oil is 
stopped, the consequences 
are far from over. 
“I ain’t excited about it until 
it’s closed off completely,” 
said James Pelas, 41, a 
shrimper working on his 
boat at a marina in Venice, 
Fouisiana. “Oil’s scattered 
all over the place.” 
The cap will be tested by 
closing off three separate 
valves that fit together 
snugly, choking off the 
oil from entering the 
Gulf. BP expects no oil 
will be released into the 
ocean during the tests, but 
remained cautious about 
the success of the system. 
Pipes can be hooked to 
the cap to fu nn el oil to 
collection ships if BP 
decides the cap can’t take 
the pressure of the gusher, 
or if low pressure readings 
indicate oil is leaking from 
elsewhere in the well. 
Even if the cap works, the 
blown-out well must still 
be plugged. A permanent 
fix will have to wait until 
one of two relief wells 
being drilled reaches 
the broken well, which 
will then be plugged up 
with drilling mud and 
cement. That may not 
happen until mid-August. 
Even if the flow of oil 
is choked off while BP 
works on a permanent 
fix, the spill has already 
damaged everything 

from beach tourism to 
the fishing industry. 
Tony Wood, director of 
the National Spill Control 
School at Texas A&M- 
Corpus Christi said the 
sloppiest of the oil — 
mousse-like brown stuff 
that has not yet broken 
down — will keep washing 
ashore for several months, 
with the volume slowly 
decreasing over time. 
He added that hardened 
tar balls could keep hitting 
beaches and marshes each 
time a major storm rolls 
through for a year or more. 


Those tar bails are likely 

trapped for now in the surf 
zone, gathering behind sand 
bars just like sea shells. 
“It will still be getting 
on people’s feet on the 
beaches probably a year or 
two from now,” Wood said. 
But on Monday, the region 
absorbed a rare piece of 
good news in the placement 
of the 150,000-pound 
cap on top of the 
gushing leak responsible 
for so much misery. 
Around 6:30 p.m. CDT, 
live video streams trained 
on the wellhead showed the 
cap being slowly lowered 
into place. BP officials 
said the device was 
attached around 7 p.m.. 
Residents skeptical if BP 
can deliver on its promise 
to control the spill greeted 
the news cautiously.

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Italy nabs 300 
mobsters, reveals 
new mob structure

MILAN (AP) - Anti-mafia 
prosecutors claimed a major 
victory over the powerful 
and growing ‘ndrangheta 
crime syndicate, infiltrating 
intimate weddings, 

baptisms and other events 
to gather information 
that led to the arrests 
Tuesday of 305 people, 
including top bosses, and 
the seizure of more than 
€60 million ($76 million) 
in cash and property. 
One of the most significant 


revelations to emerge from 
the investigation was that 
the Calabrian mob had a 
tight hierarchal structure 
like that of the Sicilian 
Mafia, and wasn’t just 
an association of clans as 
previously believed. While 
expanding its economic 
reach into the wealthy 
Lombard region in northern 
Italy, the ‘ndrangheta (en- 
DRAN-geh-tah) is also 
concentrating its power in 
its native Calabria, exerting 
tight control over all 
strategic decision-making, 


anti-mafia prosecutors said. 
The operation began before 
dawn with the 4 a.m. arrest 
of Domenico Oppedisano, 
the crime group’s top boss, 
in the small coastal town 
of Rosamo in Calabria. 
But the investigation owed 
its success to investigators’ 
ability to infiltrate events 
like the 2009 wedding 
of the children of two 
crime bosses in Calabria, 
attended by thousands 
of well-wishers, where 
Oppedisano was named 
to his post, said Calabrian 
anti-mafia prosecutor 
Giuseppe Pignatone. 

When Oppedisano was 
formally elevated some 
two weeks later, on Sept. 
2, the feast of Madonna 
Polsi, undercover agents 
got video of the crime 
syndicate’s major bosses 
all being confirmed in 
their new positions in 
the structure, he said. 
“Police and carabinieri have 


been able to record since 
Aug. 1,2009 all of the major 
negotiations of the various 
families,” Pignatone 

told a news conference. 
That includes some 
40 similar meetings in 
Lombardy, which has 
become the Calabrian 
mob’s moneymaking 
center, with operations 
focusing on excavations 
for construction sites, trash 
disposal and real estate. 
While officials seized 
€60 million in cash and 
property, prosecutors are 
unable to estimate how 
much the ‘ndrangheta 
is cashing in each year. 
Wiretaps indicate that as 
many as 500 ‘ndrangheta 
mobsters are operating in 
Lombardy, where 160 were 
arrested. They include Pino 
Neri, whom police said 
was in charge of the gang’s 
businesses in Milan, where 
the ‘ndrangheta has been 
making major inroads. 


The investigation revealed 
the ‘ndrangheta was 
extremely “hierarchical, 
united and pyramidal,” 
and not just clan-based as 
previously believed, said 
Italy’s chief anti-mafia 
prosecutor Piero Grasso. 
That became clear when 
the Lombard branch, 
empowered by its riches, 
attempted to exert 
autonomy and was cut 
short when the Calabrian 
bosses sent a professional 
killer to murder the would- 
be upstarts, Pignatone said. 
The ‘ndrangheta has 
emerged as one of the 
most powerful of the 
crime syndicates, even if 
only since February has 
Italian law recognized it 
as a criminal organization. 
From Calabria, it has spread 
its tentacles to northern 
Italy, where it migrated in 
the 1970s and 1980s, to 
Germany, and as far away 
as Canada and Australia.

CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AP) — Venezuela 
handed over three major 
drug trafficking suspects 
to U.S. authorities on 
Tuesday including an 
alleged boss of Colombia’s 
Norte del Valle cartel. 
Carlos Alberto “Beto” 
Renteria is accused of being 
a leader of the Norte del 
Valle cartel that allegedly 
shipped hundreds of tons 
of cocaine to the United 
States. U.S. authorities had 
offered a $5 million reward 
for information leading 
to the arrest of Renteria, 
65, who was captured 
on July 4 in Caracas. 
He was escorted to a 
U.S. Justice Department 
plane, handcuffed and 
with a lowered head, 
after two other 
Colombians recently 
arrested in Venezuela: 


Luis Frank Tello and Carlos 
Alberto Ojeda Herrera. 
Both Tello and Ojeda 
shouted angrily as they 
were led to the plane at 
Caracas’ international 
airport in Maiquetia, saying 
they are Venezuelans. 
“This is a kidnapping!” 
Ojeda shouted. 

“I’m Venezuelan!” 

Tello shouted that he 
supports President 

Hugo Chavez, saying: 
“I’m a Chavista!” 
Justice Minister Tareck 
El Aissami did not 
comment on their remarks. 
He said their deportation 
to the U.S. demonstrates 
Venezuela’s commitment 
to counter-drug efforts. 
The U.S. Embassy 
described all three suspects 
as “major narco-traffickers” 
and praised Venezuelan 
police for the arrests. 


“These are very dangerous, 
violent individuals with 
outstanding warrants in 
the United States,” the 
embassy said in a statement. 
“The United States 
reaffirms its interest in 
deepening its cooperation 
with the Venezuelan 
government in the fight 
against narco-trafficking.” 
Tello, 47, was arrested on 
June 23 in Caracas and is 
wanted in the United States 
for crimes including drug 
trafficking, conspiracy and 
laundering drug proceeds, 
Venezuelan officials say. 
El Aissami has accused 
Tello of collaborating with 
Mexico’s Zetas drug gang. 
Ojeda, 55, was arrested in 
May in eastern Anzoategui 
state, and Venezuelan 
authorities say he is wanted 
in the U.S. for trafficking 
heroin and cocaine to the 


U.S. and Puerto Rico. 
Venezuela has become a 
major hub for traffickers 
smuggling Colombian 
cocaine to the United 
States and Europe. 
U.S. and Colombian 
officials have previously 
accused Chavez’s 


government of lax anti¬ 
drug efforts, but Chavez 
says his country is doing 
everything possible to 
stem the flow of drugs and 
he accuses Washington 
and Bogota of unfairly 
labeling his country a drug 
haven for political reasons. 
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Quick guilty plea in ‘Barefoot' case In Bahamas

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) — 
The American teenager who 
police call the “Barefoot 
Bandit” pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to a minor offense 
in the Bahamas and will 
be deported soon to face 
prosecution for a string of 
break-ins and plane thefts 
across the United States. 
Colton Harris-Moore 

pleaded guilty to illegal 
entering the country at his 
first court appearance in the 
Bahamas, where police ended 
the 19-year-old convict’s 
alleged two-year crime spree 
by capturing him following 
a high-speed boat chase. 
The charge stemming 
from his alleged crash of 
a stolen plane on Great 
Abaco Island carries a $300 
fine or three months in jail, 
followed by deportation. 
His lawyer, Monique 


Gomez, said the U.S. 
Embassy would pay the fine. 
“Colton wants to go 
home,” Gomez said. 
The shackled teen smiled 
after the judge read the 
sentence. Bahamian police 
had earlier said that he 
would face other charges 
including illegal weapons 
possession related to a 
string of break-ins and 
thefts during his weeklong 
hideout in the country. 
Harris-Moore wore white 
high-top sneakers without 
laces and kept his head 
down as armed officers 
escorted him to the 
courthouse. A police SWAT 
team stood by as authorities 
put up street barricades 
ahead of the hearing for 
the celebrity suspect. 
Authorities say he earned the 
“Barefoot Bandit” nic kn ame 
by committing some crimes 
while shoeless, and in 


February he allegedly drew 
chalk-outline feet all over the 
floor of a grocery store during 
a burglary in Washington’s 
San Juan Islands. 
Harris-Moore is suspected 
in about 70 property crimes 
across eight states and 
British Columbia, many of 
them in the bucolic islands 
of Washington state. He is 
accused of stealing a plane 
from an Indiana airport 
to fly to the Bahamas. 
His mother, Pam Kohler, 
seemed relieved. 

“I’m really tired,” Kohler said 
from her home on Camano 
Island, Washington. “Yes, I 
look forward to seeing him.” 
Asked what she planned to 
say to her son when she saw 
him, she said angrily, “What 
kind of question is that?” 
and hung up the phone. 
His arrest came as a relief to 
people across rural Camano 
Island, where authorities say 
he learned to dodge police. 
“There’s a lot of relief 
throughout the community,” 
said real estate agent 
Mark Williams. “I think 
the man’s luck just wore 
out. You run through the 
woods long enough, you’re 
going to trip over a log.” 
Residents of the island also 
lashed out at the teen’s 
mother this week, saying her 
decision to hire a well-known 
Seattle lawyer suggests she’s 
trying to profit from a crime 
spree that police say took 


her son from the cedar trees 
in Washington to the bright 
beaches of the Bahamas. 
“Of course she wants the 
money. She doesn’t work,” 
said Joshua Flickner, whose 
family owns an island 
grocery store. “What makes 
me more angry than the 
fact that she’s trying to 
profit off this is that there’s 
any profit to be had.” 
The mother’s attorney 
downplayed any profit 
motive, saying Kohler 
contacted him for advice 
after being inundated by 
requests from news reporters 
as well as inquiries about 
book and movie deals. 
“Her feelings are relief and 
exhaustion,” O. Yale Lewis 
said. “Obviously, there is 
enormous interest in this 
story, and she wants to be 
careful about how to proceed. 
But her first concern has been 
to make sure her son is safe. 
“And I think she hasn’t 
given much thought 
beyond that,” he said. 
Harris-Moore told police in 
the Bahamas that he came to 
the country, located off the 
Florida coast, because it has 
so many islands, airports and 
docks, according to an officer 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because 
he was not authorized 
to discuss the case. 
The teenager claimed that he 
told islanders he was trying 
to get to Cuba so he could 
throw police off his trail, 
but he intended to make his 
way to the Turks and Caicos 
Islands southeast of the 
Bahamas, the officer said. 
The suspect learned from 
the Internet that the British 
territory has a small police 
force and no marine defense 
force, according to the officer. 
Harris-Moore spent 

Monday being questioned 
by investigators. Police 
Commissioner Ellison 
Greenslade described him as 
eloquent, calm, cooperative 
and “obviously a very 
intelligent young man,” 
but declined to say whether 
he made any confession. 


Kohler’s older sister, Sandra 
Puttmann, of Arlington, 
was the first relative to hear 
from Harris-Moore after his 
arrest Sunday. She said he 
was “holding up” but scared 
now that he’s in custody 
for the first time since he 
walked away from a halfway 
house south of Seattle. 
Puttmann angrily criticized 
news stories about her 
nephew, saying reporters 
typically gloss over his 
difficult upbringing. She 
said police routinely 
accused him of stealing 
even when he hadn’t and 
school officials didn’t give 
him a chance — something 
police and school officials 
have adamantly denied. 
Harris-Moore told a 
psychologist in 2008 that 
his mother was abusive 
when she’d been drinking, 
according to a court 
document cited Monday 
by The Herald newspaper 
of Everett. His father left 
when he was a toddler, and 
his stepfather died when 
he was 7, Kohler has said. 
He is accused crimes in 
Washington, Oregon, 

Idaho, Wyoming, South 
Dakota, Nebraska and Iowa. 
Emily Langlie, a 
spokeswoman for the U.S. 
Attorney’s Office in Seattle, 
said Tuesday she expected 
Harris-Moore to be flown 
first to the southern district 
of Florida. Typically, 
defendants make an initial 
court appearance in the 
closest federal jurisdiction to 
the country deporting them. 
She said the U.S. Marshals 
Service would then fly 
Harris-Moore to Seattle, 
where he faces a federal 
complaint of interstate 
transportation of stolen 
property alleging that he 
took a plane from Idaho and 
crashed it in Washington. 
“Exactly when he would 
arrive here is a moving target 
as far as I know,” she said. 
David Miller, a spokesman 
for the U.S. Marshals 
Service in Seattle, said he did 
not expect Harris-Moore to 
return to Seattle sooner than 
two to three weeks, even if he 
waives an identity hearing.

of women’s equality or its 
secular tradition. The bill 
is controversial abroad but 
popular in France, where 
its relatively few outspoken 
critics say conservative 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
has resorted to xenophobia 
to attract far-right voters. 
The ban on burqas and 
niqabs will go in September 
to the Senate, where it 
also is likely to pass. Its 
biggest hurdle will likely 
come after that, when 
France’s constitutional 
watchdog scrutinizes it. 
Some legal scholars say 
there is a chance it could be 
deemed unconstitutional. 
The issue has been debated 
across Europe, and 
Spain and Belgium have 
similar bans in the works. 
In France, which has 
Europe’s largest Muslim 
population, about 5 million 
of the country’s 64 million 
people are believed to be 
Muslim. While ordinary 
headscarves are common 
in France, only about 1,900 
women are believed to 
wear face-covering veils. 
The main body representing 
French Muslims believes 
such garb is not suitable in 
France, but it fears the ban 


will stigmatize all Muslims. 
Malika Hamidi, director 
general of the European 
Muslim Network think 
tank, said she is very 
worried. The ban’s backers 
are “playing up a feeling 
of fear of Islam” at a time 
when Europe is concerned 
about its changing identity, 
struggling to manage its 
diversity and dealing with 
an economic crisis, she said. 
In Tuesday’s vote at the 
National Assembly, there 
were 335 votes for the 
bill and just one against 
it. Most members of the 
main opposition group, 
the Socialist Party, walked 
out and refused to vote, 
though they in fact support 
a ban. They simply have 
differences over where 
it should be enforced, 
underscoring the lack of 
controversy among French 
politicians on the issue. 
The bill passed Tuesday 
bans face-covering veils 
everywhere that can 
be considered public 
space, even in the street, 
but the Socialists only 
want it in certain places, 
such as government 
buildings, hospitals 

and public transport. 
France’s government has 
insisted that assimilation 


is the only path for 
immigrants and minorities, 
and last year it launched a 
grand nationwide debate 
on what it means to be 
French. The country has 
had difficulty integrating 
generations of immigrants 
and their children, as 
witnessed by weeks of 
rioting by youths, many of 
them minorities, in troubled 
neighborhoods in 2005. 
At the National Assembly, 
few dissenters spoke 
out about civil liberties 
or fears of fanning 
anti-Islam sentiment. 
Legislator Berengere 
Poletti, of Sarkozy’s 
party, said face-covering 
veils “are a prison for 
women, they are the 
sign of their submission 
to their husbands, 
brothers or fathers.” 
The niqab and burqa 
are also seen here as a 
gateway to extremism and 
an attack on secularism, 
a central value of France 
for more than a century. 
Discussions in France have 
dragged on for more than a 
year, since Sarkozy declared 
in June 2009 that the burqa 
is “not welcome” in France. 
There has been some 
concern the bill could 
prod terror groups to eye 


France or its citizens as 
potential targets. Following 
Sarkozy’s comments, 
al-Qaida in the Islamic 
Maghreb issued a statement 
on Web sites vowingto “seek 
vengeance against France.” 
The legislation would 
forbid face-covering 

Muslim veils in all public 
places in France and calls 
for €150 ($185) fines or 
citizenship classes, or both. 
Socialist Senator Bariza 
Khiari, one of France’s few 
Muslim politicians, fears 
some women targeted “will 
withdraw into themselves, 
stay in the house, and 
instead of doing education 


projects, we’re doing 
a ban, which I regret.” 
The bill also is aimed 
at husbands and fathers 
— anyone convicted of 
forcing someone else to 
wear the garb risks a year 
of prison and a €30,000 
($38,000) fine, with 
both penalties doubled 
if the victim is a minor. 
Officials have taken pains to 
craft language that does not 
single out Muslims. While 
the proposed legislation 
is colloquially referred to 
as the “anti-burqa law,” 
it is officially called “the 
bill to forbid concealing 
one’s face in public.” 
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Polanski only safe in Franco, Poland, Switzerland 



Roman Polanski may once 
again be seen on the red car¬ 
pet at Cannes — but he won’t 
be attending the Venice Film 
Festival or the Oscars any¬ 
time soon. 

Freed from Swiss house ar¬ 
rest after the government 
refused to deport him to the 
United States, the 76-year- 
old movie director still faces 
an Interpol warrant in effect 
for 188 countries for a 1977 
child sex case. 

That means now, more than 
ever, Polanski is truly safe 
from arrest only in his home 
nations of France and Poland, 
and — due to this week’s 
stunning decision — Swit¬ 
zerland. 

“He is in the situation he was 
in a year ago,” said Georges 
Kiejman, a France-based 
lawyer for Polanski. “He is 
free to travel in Switzerland, 
in France, in Poland, and in 
all the countries that don’t 
have extraditionagreements 
with the United States.” 

Still, publicity about his case 
and the looming warrant is 
certain to curtail the direc¬ 
tor’s future travels. 

Most of Europe has arrange¬ 
ments with Washington on 
sending wanted individuals 
back and forth, but Polanski 
has traveled freely in numer¬ 
ous European countries since 
fleeing U.S. justice in 1978. 
He made his latest film “The 
Ghost Writer” in Germany 
last year and visited Austria 
just before the Swiss arrested 
him in September. 

Polanski’s whereabouts were 
still unclear Tuesday, a day 
after the Swiss government 
surprisingly decided to refuse 
a U.S. extradition request 
for the filmmaker to be sen¬ 
tenced for having sex with a 
13-year-old girl, Samantha 
Geimer. Prosecutors in Los 
Angeles and justice officials 
in Washington have said they 
will continue to pursue Polan- 
ski.Kiejman told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that his client was 
“happy with his freedom.” 
“Give him a few days to 
breathe,” Kiejman added, 
calling on the U.S. to scrap its 
international arrest warrant. 
Geimer, who long ago iden¬ 
tified herself as Polanski’s 


victim, told the Los Angeles 
Times in a story posted Tues¬ 
day that the case should have 
been resolved 33 years ago 
when it happened. 

“Enough is enough,” she said 
of the continuing efforts to 
prosecute Polanski. She was 
barred from talking about her 
civil suit settlement with the 
director but said it didn’t in¬ 
fluence her views. “I’ve felt 
this way from the beginning,” 
she said. 

Since fleeing Los Angeles on 
the eve of on the eve of his 
Feb. 1, 1978, sentencing, the 
Oscar-winning director of 
“Rosemary’s Baby,” “Chi¬ 
natown” and “The Pianist” 
has mainly lived in France, 
which does not extradite its 
own citizens. And he’s spent 
long periods of time in Swit¬ 
zerland, which allowed him 
to buy a home in 2006. 
Polanski, who survived the 
Holocaust and lost his moth¬ 
er at Auschwitz, also has Pol¬ 
ish citizenship and can travel 
safely to the country where 
he spent most of his child- 
hood.But, after that, it’s not 
so clear. 

Italy has a long track record 
of working closely with 
American authorities and 
would likely go along with 


an American request to arrest 
Polanski. U.S.-Italian extra¬ 
dition problems have mainly 
centered on crimes that could 
entail the death penalty, 
which is irrelevant in Polans¬ 
ki’s case. But that still means 
an appearance at the Venice 
Film Festival is probably out 
of the question. 

Britain has an extradition 
treaty with the United States, 
and the Home Office says if 
there is a U.S. warrant out for 
Polanski’s arrest and he was 
in the country, they would 
have to act on it. In 2005, Po¬ 
lanski successfully sued Van¬ 
ity Fair magazine for libel in 
a London court, but could 
only testify by video from 
Paris. 

Germany has a treaty with 
the U.S., too, but said Tues¬ 
day it wouldn’t extradite 
Polanski. Justice Ministry 
spokesman Ulrich Staudigl 
told the AP that Polanski isn’t 
on a German wanted list and 
can continue to travel to the 
country. Officials in Austria 
also showed lenience, saying 
he was free to come and go 
without a specific request for 
his arrest. 

That had been the case in 
Switzerland, where Polanski 
traveled for years after his 


flight from U.S. justice, only 
to be arrested in September 
as he arrived in Zurich to re¬ 
ceive an award at a film festi¬ 
val. Now, his safety has been 
legally guaranteed by the 
Swiss government. 

“The decision has been taken 
and the file is closed,” Swiss 
Justice Ministry spokesman 
Guido Balmer told The AP. 
“It would only be a different 
situation if it concerned a new 
crime.” Balmer said Polanski 
could even seek compensa¬ 
tion for the two months he 
spent in prison and the seven 
months he was confined to 
his luxury chalet in the Swiss 
Alps. 

Polanski was accused of ply¬ 
ing his victim with cham¬ 
pagne and part of a Quaalude 
during a 1977 modeling shoot 
and raping her. He was ini¬ 
tially indicted on six felony 
counts, including rape by use 
of drugs, child molesting and 
sodomy, but pleaded guilty to 
one count of unlawful sexual 
intercourse. 

In exchange, a Los Ange¬ 
les judge agreed to drop the 
remaining charges and sen¬ 
tence him to prison for a 90- 
day psychiatric evaluation. 
He was released after 42 days 
by an evaluator who deemed 
him mentally sound and un¬ 
likely to offend again, but 
the judge threatened further 
sanctions and Polanski fled 
the United States. 

The Swiss government said 
its decision to reject extradi¬ 
tion was partly based on U.S. 
authorities’ failure to turn 
over transcripts of secret tes¬ 
timony given by the attorney 
who originally handled the 
director’s case. The testimo¬ 
ny “should prove” that Po¬ 
lanski already served his sen¬ 
tence with the court-ordered 
diagnostic study, the Swiss 
Justice Ministry said. 

Justice officials in Los Ange¬ 
les and Washington decried 
the decision, and vowed to 
continue barring Polanski 
from the United States. L.A. 
prosecutors also said Polan¬ 
ski needed to return in person 
if he wanted to argue that his 
case was mishandled. 

There was little fear the 
Swiss decision could dam¬ 


age Swiss-U.S. cooperation. 
Bilateral relations soured af¬ 
ter a tax scandal involving 
wealthy Americans hiding 
money in the biggest Swiss 
bank, UBS AG, but improved 
with Switzerland’s approval 
of a settlement to the dispute 
and its acceptance of three 
prisoners for resettlement 
from the U.S. prison at Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay. 

But in a country long known 
for the low tax rates it offers 
the super-wealthy, many here 
were left with the impression 
that Polanski’s case showed 
how the rich and famous en¬ 
joy special privileges in Swit¬ 
zerland. 

“If the main character in this 
drama hadn’t been Roman 
Polanski, but an unknown 
amateur actor, he would 
now be standing before a 
U.S. court,” the daily Neue 
Luzerner Zeitung said in an 
opinion piece. 

The main issue appeared to 
be how the Swiss govern¬ 
ment expanded its focus be¬ 
yond the formalities of the 
American extradition request 
to pass judgment on allega¬ 
tions of misconduct by Los 
Angeles authorities. 

“This was an admission that 
when higher interests are at 
stake, not everyone is equal 
before the law,” wrote the 
widely respected Neue Zu- 
ercher Zeitung newspaper. 
“Some are a bit more equal.” 
Another Zurich paper, the 
Tages-Anzeiger, called the 
Swiss decision “shaky.” 

“It breaks with the tradition 
of only examining the formal 
correctness of extradition 
requests,” it said. “Perhaps 
the new practice will in the 
future also benefit detainees 
who have less of a lobby than 
the world-famous director.” 
Polanski’s future plans were 
are unclear, but people close 
to the filmmaker have said he 
was looking into directing a 
movie version of the Broad¬ 
way show “God of Carnage.” 
And he may just turn up 
this weekend at Switzer¬ 
land’s Montreux Jazz Festi¬ 
val, where his wife, French 
singer Emmanuelle Seigner, 
is scheduled to perform Sat¬ 
urday.

Yum 2Q profit falls but adjust¬ 
ed beats forecasts 


Yum 2Q profit falls but ad¬ 
justed beats forecasts 
The owner of the Taco Bell, 
Pizza Hut and KFC fast-food 
restaurant brands said Tues¬ 
day that its second-quarter 
profit fell slightly because a 
one-time gain a year ago out¬ 
paced its revenue growth. 
Yum Brands Inc. gave an 
upbeat forecast, citing bal¬ 
looning growth in China, and 
raised its full-year outlook. 
But its shares fell in aftermar¬ 
ket trading when investors 
saw revenue was flat at Yum 
restaurants in the U.S. that 
have been open at least a year. 
There were “some whisper 
expectations” of higher sales 
at established restaurants in 
China, said Larry Miller, a 
restaurant analyst with RBC 
Capital Markets. The mar¬ 
ket’s tepid reaction also might 
reflect disappointment in the 
company upgrading its full- 
year earnings projection by 
just 4 cents per share, from 


$2.39 to $2.43, he said. 

Still, Miller said it was basi¬ 
cally an “all-around good 
quarter” for the company. An¬ 
alysts were expecting $2.42 
per share for the current fiscal 
year. 

Louisville-based Yum said 
it earned $286 million, or 59 
cents per share, for the three 
months that ended June 12. 
That compares with $303 mil¬ 
lion, or 63 cents per share, a 
year earlier — when it re¬ 
corded a $68 million one¬ 
time gain for increasing and 
consolidating its stake in its 
KFC business in Shanghai in 
China. 

Excluding such one-time 
items from both quarters, the 
company earned 58 cents per 
share for this year’s second 
quarter, compared with 50 
cents per share a year earlier. 
Analysts expected the compa¬ 
ny to earn 54 cents per share 
in the most recent quarter on 
revenue of $2.54 billion. 


Intel posts ‘best quarter’ ever 



Intel blew past the expecta¬ 
tions of Wall Street analysts 
on Tuesday as the world’s 
biggest computer chip- 
maker posted what it said 
was its best quarter ever. 
The Santa Clara, Califor¬ 
nia-based technology bell¬ 
wether reported a second- 
quarter net profit of 2.9 
billion dollars compared to 
a loss of 398 million dollars 
during the same quarter a 
year ago. 

Revenue was up 34 percent 
over a year ago to 10.8 bil¬ 
lion dollars, better than the 
10.25 billion dollars fore¬ 
cast by analysts and In¬ 
tel’s own prediction three 
months ago of between 9.8 
billion dollars and 10.6 bil¬ 
lion dollars.

Woods going for more history at home of golf

ST. ANDREWS, Scotland 
(AP) — From the middle of 
the ninth fairway, just to the 
right of a pot bunker that he 
managed to avoid, Tiger 
Woods considered two 
options from 85 yards into a 
gentle breeze and executed 
both of them perfectly. 
He gave a hard rap with his 
new putter and sent the ball 
bouncing along the links of 
St. Andrews until it rolled 
onto the green and settled 
12 feet left of the flag. Then 
with a sand wedge, Woods 
sent the ball into the air with 
just the right trajectory. 
It never left the flag and 
stopped about 6 feet away. 
The sand wedge was 
the safer shot, and the 
right one for this day. 
“But it depends on the 
wind,” Woods said later 
during his practice round 
at the British Open. 
“If the wind is blowing 
hard, you can’t hit it in the 
air. You have to putt it.” 
For Woods, the key to 
the British Open always 
has been about control. 
This year, that holds true 
on and off the golf course. 
His biggest test Tuesday 
came not from the gorse 
bushes and pot bunkers 
that dot the landscape on 
the Old Course, but from 
a full house of reporters 
who wanted to know as 
much about his personal 
life as how he plans to 
play the Road Hole. 
Unlike his last big press 
conference at a major, 
he didn’t lose his cool. 
Asked about his marriage 
at the U.S. Open, 
he snapped back, “That’s 


none of your business.” 
Asked on Tuesday if 
his divorce is final, 
Woods calmly said, 
“Fmnotgoingtogointothat.” 
He did reveal details of a 
breakup — with his putter. 
Woods is changing the flat 
stick for the first time in 12 
years, going to aNike model 
that he says will allow 
him to cope with greens 
that are on the slow side. 
One reporter grilled him on 
his language, his spitting, 
throwing clubs and his 
tantrums on the golf 
course, then asked if he had 
any plans to be respectful 
at the home of golf. 
“I’m trying to become 
a better player and 
a better person, yes, 
Woods replied. 
Of the 34 questions he 
fielded, only 16 of them 
were related to his game, the 
claret jug and St. Andrews. 
Then again, Woods already 


has answered plenty of 
questions about winning an 
Open at the home of golf. 
The way he has played 
the last two times at St. 
Andrews, it looks as 
though he owns the place. 
Woods captured his first 
claret jug in 2000 when 
he did not hit into a single 
bunker all week — talk 
about control — and won 
by eight shots with a record 
score to par of 19-under 
269. He won by five shots 
when the Open returned to 
St. Andrews five years later. 
Now, he has a chance at 
even more history in a gray 
old town dripping with it. 
No one has ever won 
the claret jug three 
times at St. Andrews. 
Woods remains the betting 
favorite, and not even his 
biggest rivals dispute that 
he likely will be a factor. 
“I think he’s going to play 
well here because he has 


a lot of heart, he’s got 
an incredible short game 
and he hits the ball a long 
ways,” Phil Mickelson 
said. “His irons are as 
good as anybody’s in the 
game, and I think the golf 
course ... he’s obviously 
won on it twice. He has 
gutted out two fourth-place 
finishes in majors when he 
probably didn’t have his 
best stuff, and this course 
sets up very well for him. 
“So he will be in contention 
on Sunday,” Mickelson 
said. “I don’t know how 
anybody can question that.” 
Yet there remain 
so many questions. 
Woods caused a small stir 
last week when he flew 
to Ireland for a two-day 
charity event that ended 
Tuesday, and instead of 
sticking around to get 
adjusted to links golf, 
flew home to Florida to 
spend time with his children. 


Five years ago when he 
last won the Open at St. 
Andrews, he had been 
married nine months. He 
now can barely escape a 
press conference without 
getting questions about the 
chaos in his personal life. 
His image is not what 
it once was, although 
Woods doesn’t think 
that matters when he 
puts a tee in the ground. 
“I’m here to play a 
championship, and this is 
the Open Championship at 
St. Andrews,” he said. “I 
mean, this is as good as it 
gets. It’s the home of golf. 
I’m just like every other 
player in this field.... I would 
like to win no matter what.” 
His game is about as 
predictable as the weather 
in these parts, and that 
could be anything. 
Woods contended at the 
Masters and the U.S. 
Open, tying for fourth 
in both those majors. 
He hasn’t finished in the 
top 10 in the four regular 
PGA Tour events he 
has played, and didn’t 
even finish two of them. 
And he has never gone 
this deep into a season 
without winning. 

“I understand how to play 
this golf course,” Woods 
said. “It’s a matter of going 
out there and putting it 
together, and putting it 
together at the right time.” 
The list of contenders 
is greater than ever, 
even at St. Andrews. 
Mickelson has played 
the majors even better 
than Woods, winning the 
Masters and tying for 
fourth in the U.S. Open. 
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David Ortiz wins HR Derby with 11 -homer final

ANAHEIM, California 
(AP) — Boston slugger 
David Ortiz won his 
first Home Run Derby 
title Monday, hitting 11 
homers in the final round 
to beat Florida’s Hanley 
Ramirez at Angel Stadium. 
‘Big Papi’ added another 
highlight to his resurgent 
season with a relentless 
series of drives into the 
elevated stands above 
the right-field wall. 
Ortiz hit 21 homers in the 
first two rounds of his 
fourth derby before holding 
off Ramirez and beating a 
field missing most of the 
majors’ top power hitters in 


this annual event preceding 
the All-Star game. 
Ortiz dedicated his 
performance to former 
major league pitcher Jose 
Lima, a fellow Dominican 
Republic native who died in 
May after paramedics found 
him in cardiac arrest at his 
Southern California home. 
“I wanted to come here and 
make sure the fans enjoy 
what we do,” Ortiz said. 
Ramirez matched Ortiz’s 
21 homers in the first two 
rounds, pulling most of 
his shots over the left-field 
wall. But Ortiz became 
just the second slugger to 
reach double digits in the 
final round, while Ramirez 
managed only five. 


Milwaukee’s Corey Hart 
and Detroit slugger Miguel 
Cabrera were eliminated 
in the second round, with 
Hart failing to connect after 
hitting 13 in the opening 
round. Ortiz hit 13 in the 
second round, including 
nine in his first 12 swings. 
With Yankees bench coach 
Tony Pena feeding fastballs, 
Ortiz won his first derby 
appearance since 2006. 
He reached the semifinals 
that year and in 2005. 
He hadn’t been back in the 
field since — and Ortiz’s 
entire career was on the 
skids after he struggled in 
2009 and again in April. 
Boston’s beloved slugger 
is back on his game with 
18 homers and 57 RBIs 
this season, earning his 
sixth All-Star berth. 
The derby field at Angel 
Stadium featured five 
first-time competitors and 
no returning champions.

SAINT-JEAN-DE-MAU- 
RIENNE, France (AP) — 
Andy Schleck of Luxem¬ 
bourg captured the overall 
lead at the Tour de France 
at the end of a mountainous 
ninth stage won by French 
rider Sandy Casar on Tues¬ 
day. 

Schleck took the yellow 
jersey from Australia’s Ca- 


del Evans, who wore it for 
only one day, after finishing 
seventh in the stage, two 
seconds behind Casar and 
alongside two-time Tour 
winner Alberto Contador. 
Evans was dropped on the 
fabled Madeleine pass and 
lost more than 8 minutes on 
Schleck and Contador. 
Casar led a sprint among 
seven breakaway riders at 
the finish of the 204.5-kilo- 


meter (127-mile) trek from 
Morzine to Saint-Jean-La- 
Maurienne — the second 
and final day in the Alps 
containing three tough 
climbs. 

The Francaise des Jeux 
rider collected his third ca¬ 
reer stage win at the Tour, 
blazing ahead of Luis-Leon 
Sanchez in second and Da- 
miano Cunego in third — 
all three riders clocking 5 
hours, 38 minutes, 10 sec¬ 
onds. 

“It’s pure happiness,” the 
31-year-old Casar said. 
“I wanted it so much it 
couldn’t have happened 
any other way.” 

Contador and Schleck 
trailed two seconds back, 
setting the stage for a two- 
man fight for the title. 
Schleck leads his Spanish 
rival by 41 seconds, while 
Spain’s Samuel Sanchez 
— who finished 8th, 52 
seconds back — jumped to 
third and trails the leader 
by 2:45. 


For a while, it looked like 
Luis Leon Sanchez, who 
entered the day in 20th 
place — 5:03 back of Ev¬ 
ans — might take the yel¬ 
low jersey. 

The Caisse d’Epargne lead¬ 
er was among 12 cyclists 
who broke away and had 
a lead of roughly 6-14 min¬ 
utes on the pack about two- 
thirds of the way through 
the stage — but before the 
Madeleine. 

That was when Schleck 
and Contador engaged in 
a dramatic duel about mid¬ 
way through the punishing 
climb, with the Luxem¬ 
bourg rider attacking on 
several occasions — but 
unable to shake the Span¬ 
iard. 

At the top of the Mad¬ 
eleine, with a long descent 
ahead, Contador, Schleck 
and Samuel Sanchez trailed 
about 2:10 back of a small 
group of breakaway riders. 
By the foot, they trailed by 
only about 1:40, and con¬ 


tinued to gain on the escap¬ 
ees in the 13-kilometer flat 
to the finish. 

It was a dazzling display of 
acceleration. 

“I think he and I are a little 
above the others,” Schleck 
said of Contador. 

“I didn’t put time on Con¬ 
tador, but he couldn’t drop 
me either.” 

Evans finished 8 minutes, 
9 seconds back from Casar, 
in 42nd place. The two- 
time Tour runner-up broke 
down after the finish, bury¬ 
ing his head in the hug of 
a BMC Racing teammate 
and sobbing. 

Evans said he felt bad for 
his teammates and staffers: 
“Everyone who believed 
in me in this whole project 
— you know, everything 
was going so good — I’m 
just so sorry to let them all 
down,” he said. 

After the stage, team doc¬ 
tor Max Testa said Evans 
was riding with a “small 
but very painful” fracture 
on his elbow after crashing 
early in the eighth stage on 
Sunday — when he cap¬ 
tured the coveted yellow 
shirt. He said Evans’ team¬ 
mates didn’t know about 
his fracture on Monday and 
BMC staff didn’t tell them 
so as not to disrupt “the 
morale of the team.” 
Seven-time champion 
Lance Armstrong fared rel¬ 
atively well as many other 
riders dropped off the title 
contenders on the Mad¬ 
eleine — one of the tough¬ 
est climbs in cycling. The 
United States rider finished 
18th, 2:50 behind Casar. 
Armstrong rose in the 
standings to 31st, from 
39th, but lost time in the 
overall title chase. 

He’s now 15:54 behind 
Schleck. 

The peloton faces three me¬ 
dium- to high-level ascents 
in Wednesday’s 10th stage, 
a 179-kilometer ride from 
Chambery to Gap. The race 
ends on July 25 in Paris. 
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Dutch celebrate second place in World Cup

AMSTERDAM (AP) — 
Hundreds of thousands of 
fans lined Amsterdam’s 
web of canals to cheer the 
World Cup runner-up Neth¬ 
erlands as the team cruised 
the waterways, swigging 
beer and blowing vuvuz¬ 
elas, in an open-top boat on 
Tuesday. 

Looking to have finally 
shaken off the disappoint¬ 
ment of the team’s third 
second-place World Cup 
finish, the players drank 
beer and waved at fans as 
orange streamers, fired 
from cannons along the ca¬ 
nal, drifted over them. 
Midfielder Rafael van der 
Vaart sprayed fans with 
beer, while defender Edson 
Braafheid caught a bottle of 
beer tossed to him by a fan 
and started drinking from 
it. Players had to regularly 
duck as their boat cruised 
under low bridges. 

“I expected some people 
to come, but this is unbe¬ 
lievable,” coach Bert van 
Marwijk said. “Can you 
imagine what it would have 
been like if we’d won?” 
Scores of small boats, most 
of them pumping out loud 
music and packed with 
dancing revelers, followed 
the official flotilla. 

In front of about 100,000 
fans at the central Museum 
Square, winger Aijen Rob- 
ben said: “Spain may have 
won the World Cup, but we 
have the best supporters in 
the world.” 

Before the team boat ar¬ 
rived, several fans leaped 
into the murky waters of 
the Brouwersgracht ca¬ 
nal cheered by hoards of 
orange-clad, flag-waving 
supporters — despite warn¬ 
ings from authorities that 
swimming in the canals 
could expose them to any¬ 
thing from E. coli bacte¬ 
ria to sunken bicycles and 
shopping carts. 

“It’s a bit much, consider¬ 


ing we lost,” said Loes Old¬ 
en, who was sipping a glass 
of white wine at the water’s 
edge at a table decked in 
an orange tarp, two ornate 
candle sticks and a bowl of 
oranges. “It’s over the top, 
but we’re enjoying it.” 
Houses along the canals 
were draped in flags and 
some had giant footballs 
hanging from their facades. 
Earlier, the team was hon¬ 
ored by Prime Minister Jan 
Peter Balkenende at the 
start of a hectic day of cel¬ 
ebrations. 

Under bunches of orange 
balloons, Van Marwijk and 
retiring captain Giovan¬ 
ni van Bronckhorst were 
given the honorary title of 
“Knight in the Order of 
Oranje Nassau” at a recep¬ 
tion in front of Balkenende’s 
official Catshuis residence. 
The team then was driven 
by coach to meet Queen 
Beatrix at her Noordeinde 
Palace in The Hague be¬ 
fore an Air Force helicop¬ 
ter whisked the team to 
Amsterdam for its boat 
tour and an open-air party 
at Museum Square, where 
fans had watched the action 


from South Africa on gi¬ 
ant screens throughout the 
tournament. 

Amsterdam police tweeted 
that 500,000 people had 
descended on the city to 
celebrate the Netherlands’ 
best World Cup finish since 
1978. 

There were no immedi¬ 
ate reports of any prob¬ 
lems among the fans, who 
quickly dispersed from the 
canals after the team boat 
had passed. 

Orange-clad supporters be¬ 
gan pouring into the grassy 
square, flanked on two 
sides by the Rijksmuseum 
and Van Gogh Museum, 
hours before the party’s 
scheduled 5 p.m. start. 
Security staff were posted 
next to a handful of house 
boats along the route in an 
effort to prevent fans clam¬ 
bering onto their roofs. 
When the Netherlands won 
its only international title, 
the 1988 European Cham¬ 
pionship, several house 
boats were badly damaged 
and a few sank amid wild 
scenes of jubilation. 

The Dutch lost 1-0 in extra 
time to Spain in Sunday’s 


final — the third time the 
country has lost the final af¬ 
ter defeats in 1974 and ‘78. 
Dennis Nuitermans, who 
runs a car showroom in 
the southern city of Breda, 
traveled to Amsterdam on 
his 32nd birthday for the 
celebration. 

“It doesn’t happen often 
that we are second in the 
world so we’re coming for 
a great day out in Amster¬ 
dam,” he said. 

While Nuitermans was 


pleased with the team’s 
second place, he was criti¬ 
cal of its style of play. Van 
Marwijk ditched the trade¬ 
mark Dutch flowing, at¬ 
tacking style known the 
world over as “total foot¬ 
ball” and replaced it with 
patient passing and uncom¬ 
promising tackling he calls 
“result football.” 

“It was not really Dutch, 
but it was efficient,” Nui¬ 
termans said. “The final 
was not exactly charming. 
It was pretty ugly at times.” 
Eight Dutchmen were 
booked and defender John 
Heitinga was sent off in an 
ill-tempered final in Johan¬ 
nesburg, where five Spain 
players were also booked. 
Robben said his missed 
chance on the hour mark 
was still haunting him. 

The Bayern Munich star 
had only Iker Casillas to 
beat, but the Spain goal¬ 
keeper deflected Robben’s 
shot wide with his out¬ 
stretched foot. 

“You want nothing more 
than to score that goal. It 
was a big chance,” he said.

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Yankees owner George Steinbrenner dies at 80

NF.W YORK (AP) 
George Steinbrenner, who 
rebuilt the New York Yan¬ 
kees into a sports empire 
with a mix of bluster and 
big bucks that polarized 
fans all across America, 
died ori Tuesday, He had 
just celebrated his 80th 
birthday on July 4, 
Steinbrenner bad a heart 
attack and was taken to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital tn Tam¬ 
pa, Florida, where he died, 
a person close to the owner 
told The Associated Press. 
The person spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
the team bad not disclosed 
those details. 

His death was the second 
in three days to rock the 
Yankees. Boh Sheppard, 
the team’s revered public 
address announcer from 
1951-07, died Sunday at 
99. 

For more than 30 years, 
Steinbrenner lived up to 
his billing as “the Boss ” 
a nickname he earned and 
clearly enjoyed as he ruled 
with an iron fist. 

He was known for feuds, 
clashing with Yankees 
great Yogi Berra, and lur¬ 
ing manager Billy Martin 
five times while repeatedly 
clashing with him. But as 
his health declined, Stein- 
brenner let sons Hal and 
Hank run more of the fam¬ 
ily business. 

Steinbrenner was in fragile 
health for years, resulting 
in fewer public appear¬ 
ances and pronouncements. 
Yet dressed in his trade¬ 
mark navy blue blazer and 
white turtleneck, he was 
the model of success: The 
Yankees won seven World 
Series and 11 American 
League titles after his reign 
began in 1973, 

Until the end, Steinbrenner 
demanded championships. 
He criticized Joe Torre dur¬ 
ing the 2007 playoffs, then 
let the popular manager 


leave after another loss tn 
the opening round. The 
team responded last year by 
winning another title. 

In recent limes, Stein¬ 
brenner let sons Hal and 
Hank run more of the fam¬ 
ily business, Stiil, the for¬ 
mer college football coach 
took umbrage when others 
questioned his fitness. 

“No, I did not have a stroke. 
I am not ill. I work out dai¬ 
ly," Steinbrenner said in 
2006. “I'd like to see peo¬ 
ple who are saying that to 
come down here and do the 
workout that I do," 

When Steinbrenner head¬ 
ed a group that bought the 
team on Jan, 3, 1973, he 
promised absentee owner¬ 
ship. Rut it didn’t turn out 
that way, 

Steinbrenner not only 
clashed with Berra for 
more than a decade hut 
paid to dig up dirt on Dave 
Winfield, deriding the fu¬ 
ture Hall ofFameras “Mr, 
May” in 1985 after poor 
performances. 

While he liked to appear 


stern, Steinbrenner could 
poke fun at himself. He 
hosted “Saturday Night 
Live,” clowned with Mar¬ 
lin in a commercial, and 
chuckled at his imperson¬ 
ation on "Seinfeld,” 

He gave millions to charity, 
often with one stipulation, 
that no one be told who 
made the donation. 

The Yankees paid off for 
him, loo, with their value 
increasing more than 100- 
fold from the $8.7 million 
net price his group paid in 
January 1973. He freely 
spent his money, shelling 
out huge amounts for Der¬ 
ek Jeter, Reggie Jackson, 
Alex Rodriguez, for re and 
others in hopes of yet an¬ 
other title. 

“Winning is the most im¬ 
portant thing in my life, 
after breathing,” Stein¬ 
brenner was fond of saying. 
"Breathing first, winning 
next.” 

One of the most recognized 
team owners in Ameri¬ 
can history, Stcinbrcnner's 
sporting interests extended 


beyond baseball, 

I Ic was an assistant football 
coach at Northwestern and 
Purdue in the 1950s and 
was part of the group that 
bought the Cleveland Pip¬ 
ers of the American Basket¬ 
ball League in the 1960s. 

1 le was a vice president 
of the U.S. Olympic Com¬ 
mittee from 1989-96 and 
entered six horses in the 
Kentucky Derby, though lie 
failed to w r in w r ith any. 

To many, though, the Yan¬ 


kees and Steinbrenner were 
synonymous. 

Ills fans applauded his 
win-al-all-costs style. I Its 
detractors blamed him 
for spiraling salaries and 
wrecking Major League 
Baseball's competitive bal¬ 
ance. 

Steinbrenner never man¬ 
aged a game, as Ted Turner 
once did when he owned 
the Atlanta Braves, but he 
controlled everything else. 
When he thought the club’s 
parking lot was loo crowd¬ 
ed, Steinbrenner stood on 
the pavement — albeit be¬ 
hind a van, out of sight — 
and had a guard personally 
check every driver’s cre¬ 
dential. 

Steinbrenner made no apol¬ 
ogies for bombast and be¬ 
havior, even when it cost 
him dearly.

Venezuela 
upset with 
Dutch military 



Venezuela protested on 
Tuesday at what it said were 
three illegal flights this month 
by a Dutch military plane in 
the Latin American nation’s 
airspace. 

Venezuelan President 

Hugo Chavez accused the 
Netherlands last year of 
planning “aggression” against 
Venezuela by letting U.S. 
forces be based on Dutch 
islands off its Caribbean 
coast. Chavez says the self- 
governing Dutch islands are in 
Venezuelan territorial waters 
and that the Netherlands had 
been complicit in allowing 
Washington to use bases on 
them for spy flights targeting 
his OPEC country. 

The Dutch government has 
said the presence of about 250 
U.S. personnel on Curacao 
and Aruba was for counter 
narcotics and surveillance 
operations over Caribbean 
smuggling routes. 

Several other small Caribbean 
islands are also part of the 
Dutch Antilles. 

Chavez’s government said 
the Dutch military flights had 
been detected between July 
4 and July 7 by Venezuelan 
surveillance and air defense 
systems, “despite the aircraft 
using techniques to conceal its 
position and identification.” 
“The Venezuelan government 
condemns these provocations, 
which are absolutely contrary 
to the spirit of good neighbors 
that should prevail between 
two border nations, and 
erode trust between our 
two countries,” it said in a 
statement.The Netherlands 
should take “necessary 
measures” so bilateralrelations 
were not hurt, it added. Dutch 
officials in Caracas could not 
immediately be reached.

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Curasao Faces Friction With Chavez Over U.S. Planes 


HATO, Curasao — This small 
island in the Netherlands 
Antilles might go unnoticed 
by its neighbors if not for 
the importance of the foreign 
interests it hosts: an American 
Air Force installation pivotal in 
fighting the region’s drug trade 
and a huge refinery that turns 
Venezuelan oil into gasoline. 
Chafing at the American 


military outpost just 40 miles 
from Venezuela’s coast, 
President Hugo Chavez is 
testing Curasao’s nerves by 
repeatedly claiming that the 
Dutch government, which 
oversees defense issues here, 
is letting Washington use 
Curasao as a base for planning 
a possible attack on Venezuela. 
The assertions come just 


months before Curasao, which 
has relied for centuries on 
trade with Venezuela, will gain 
greater autonomy from the 
kingdom of the Netherlands 
when the Netherlands Antilles 
is dissolved as a unified 
political entity this fall. The

Lt. Col. Brian Bell, who 
commands the American 
outpost, said in an interview, 
“Curasao is strategically 
located near major trafficking 
corridors, which is one of 
the reasons why we’d like to 
remain here.”

Coral Reefs, why should you careP 


Sustainable tourism is the 
use of natural and cultural 
resources in order to 
development a partnership 
among local government, 
ihe private sector and the 
community to provide a 
unique visitor experience 
and to improved quality of 
life through an equitable 
a n d sel f sus la i n i tig has i s. 
Aruba’s main source of 
income has been tourism 
since the early 1%0's but 
strange as it may sound, 
very little has been done in 
general to protect the tourism 
product, in particular the 
aquatic tourism part. 

Many tourists come to Aruba 
or return every year to enjoy 
the crystal blue waters and 
the marine resources, which 
includes the coral reefs. 

The Caribbean reefs have 
suffered an 80% decline 
during the past three decades 
and 80 to 90% of Elkhorn 


and Slag Korn coral is dead 
and gone. Currently, coastal 
development and land 
based sources of pollution 
threatens 35% of the reefs, 
while 60% of reefs are being 
damaged by over-fishing. 
Coral reefs worldwide yield 
a total food value of over 
US$100 billion per year 
not because it's the primary 
source of protein for over I 
billion people but there is 
also an extreme demand for 
sea food. 

Coral reefs provide vital 
ecosystem but only a very 
tiny portion of the sea bottom 
is covered by coral reefs. 
Reefs house or are nursery 
grounds for over one million 
marine species. Corals are 
part of cancer medication 
research, which focuses on 
m a ri ne o rgan isms livi tig 
on the reef, coral is used 
as an alternative in bone 
replacement treatments, 
bio-fuel is developed by 
using algae and the balance 
of fish and coral provides 
resources, which arc part of 
the Aruba tourism product. 

I our ism is the world's 
largest employer and 
accounts for more than 
255 million jobs globally. 
Tourism income generated 
in the Caribbean region is 
about US$ 140 billion per 
year. With an average of 
1,4 million tourists per year. 
Aruba is not investing in 
research, monitoring and 
management of its marine 
resource.

are willing to pay for marine and 
environmental protection as long 
as they know where the money 
is going to spend on and if they 
gel a feeling of being part of 
something. 

When selecting a destination 
the tourist expects one of the 
single most important factors, 
which is the quality of the 


underwater environment. 

Specific considerations are mega 
fauna (sharks, manta rays, and 
turtles), diverse, colorful, and 
healthy corals, large fish and 
good water quality and visibility. 
Surveys have also indicated that 
the two most significant factors 
for a destination are the quality 
of corals and the abundance of 


large fish. 

Aruba is the only tourism 
destination in the Caribbean 
that doesn't have a marine 
park or marine protection 
program in place. Not 
only in place but it has 
to also be functional and 
have enforcement because 
otherwise it is just a paper 
park. 

Regulation and enforcement 
are crucial. Even without 
a marine park. Aruba does 
have laws against spear 
fishing since 2001, but these 
laws are violated regularly 
by people engaging illegally 
in spear fishing practices 
due to tack of enforcement. 

While the rest of the world 
is engaging in marine life 
protection, conservation 
and preservation, this is not 
being done in Aruba. 

Illegal spear fishing is a 
lack of respect Ibr the law. 
the government, (he people 
making a living in tourism 
and also a slap in the 
face of the entire tourism 
industry. It’s time tor Aruba 
to take a stand. Sustainable 
aquatic tourism and marine 
environmental damage can't 
go together.

Traditional 
fishing with hand lines is 
the best alternative that most 
fishermen in Aruba arc using 
to make a living. Coral reefs 
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Study: Many docs donl blow whistle on colleagues 



Your doctor could be drunk, 
addicted to drugs or outright 
incompetent, but other 
physicians may not blow the 
whistle. 

A new survey finds that many 
American physicians fail to 
report troubled colleagues 
to authorities, believing that 
someone else will take care of 
it, that nothing will happen if 
they act or that they could be 
targeted for retribution. 

A surprising 17 percent of 
the doctors surveyed had 
direct, personal knowledge of 
an impaired or incompetent 
physician in their workplaces, 
said the study’s lead author, 
Catherine DesRoches of 
Harvard Medical School. 
One-third of those doctors 
had not reported the matter 
to authorities such as hospital 
officials or state medical 
boards. The findings, 
appearing in Wednesday’s 
Journal of the American 
Medical Association, are 
based on a 2009 survey of 
1,891 practicing US Doctors. 
Reporting a problem doctor 
can trigger important changes. 
Twenty-one years ago, a 
colleague smelled alcohol on a 
young physician’s breath and 
anonymously reported him 
to the head of the residency 
program. A now-sober Dr. A. 
Clark Gaither is grateful. 

“I wish I knew who reported 
me,” Gaither said. “I’d like to 
give them a big ol’ hug and 
thank them for saving my 
life.” 

Programs exist for retraining 
doctors with weak skills and 
getting addicted ones into 
treatment. But the survey 
results suggest doctors are 
not confident in the system, 
DesRoches said. 

The American Medical 
Association and other 
professional groups say doctors 
have an ethical obligation to 
make such reports. And many 
states require doctors to tell 
authorities about colleagues 
who endanger patients 
because of alcoholism, Drug 
Abuse or mental illness. 
Despite that, many doctors do 
not know what to do or where 
to start, DesRoches said. 


In an accompanying editorial, 
one ethics expert called the 
findings “jarring.” 

“I don’t think there’s any 
excuse for less than 100 
percent of physicians holding 
true to these ideals,” said Dr. 
Matthew Wynia, director of 
the AMA Institute for Ethics. 
He called for better protections 
for whistleblowers and more 
education for doctors on how 
to report a colleague. 

The survey did not specify 
the type or severity of the 
impairment or incompetence, 
asking: “In the last three years, 
have you had direct, personal 
knowledge of a physician who 
was impaired or incompetent 
to practice medicine in your 
hospital, group, or practice?” 
Most states have programs 
that not only get doctors into 
treatment but also advise 
their colleagues how to 
intervene. Most will keep 
reports anonymous. Some use 
the threat of medical board 
sanction to persuade doctors 
to go to rehab. 

For Gaither, the first 
confrontation with concerned 
colleagues was in medical 
school. He reassured his fellow 
students he was fine. Even the 
second confrontation, from 
the program head who had 
heard the report of Gaither’s 
alcohol-scented breath, did 
not take. Gaither signed a 
contract promising to stay 
sober, go to Alcoholics 
Anonymos meetings and sub¬ 
mit to testing. 

“I went home and drank that 
night,” he said. “I was thinking 
with an addicted brain, and I 
was an alcoholic.” 

Finally, a third confrontation 
and the temporary loss of his 
training license forced Gaither 
into what he calls “a state of 
surrender.” With help from 
the North Carolina Physicians 
Health Program, he got into 
a residential rehab program. 
His last drink was Jan. 21, 
1990. Gaither, now 55, 
finished his residency and 
became a family doctor. He 
practices in Goldsboro, N.C., 
where he started a free mobile 
clinic for the uninsured. 

In 2002, the North Carolina 


Academy ofFamily Physicians 
named him Physician of the 
Year. He thanked AA and all 
the colleagues who confronted 
him and supported him in his 
acceptance speech. 

He now urges others to report 
what they know. “It is our 
duty,” he said. 

Dr. Warren Pendergast runs 
the North Carolina program, 
which cooperates with the 
state medical society and state 


disciplinary board. About 200 
doctors a year are referred for 
alcoholism, drug addictions, 
anger-management problems 
and depression. 

Ninety percent of addicted 
doctors who’ve been through 
the program remain clean 
and sober five years after 
treatment, Pendergast said. 
“They’re motivated. They 
have a lot to lose,” he said. 
Their reputations and careers 


depend on their participation 
in treatment. Colleagues of 
troubled doctors “can feel 
comfortable getting peers help 
rather than sticking their head 
in the sand,” he said. 

Gaither, who speaks publicly 
about the program, said 
doctors worry that their 
troubled colleagues will lose 
their licenses and livelihoods 
if reported.

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Financial reform bill, a look inside the sausage 


If one’s grasp of history can 
deter a repeat of it, then a 
nutshell review of the 2007-09 
financial crisis is now needed 
as Congress nears passage of 
a massive Wall Street reform 
bill. 

The crisis grew out of a ramp 
up of federal support for 
mortgages to home buyers 
who were either unworthy to 
take on big debt or unaware 
of their loan’s details. These 
shaky purchases helped 
create a housing bubble, 
while the iffy mortgages were 
snatched up blindly by Wall 
Street investors. The risks 
were magnified by shoddy 
practices in credit-rating 
firms, the derivatives industry, 
and banks. When the bubble 
burst, Washington didn’t have 
enough tools to prevent the 


fallout. 

Now, more than a year later, 
a 2,319-page bill known as 
the Dodd-Frank Wall Street 
Reform and Consumer 
Protection Act aims to prevent 
a repeat of this worst economic 
disaster since the Depression. 
And just in case the remedies 
don’t work, the bill makes it 
easier for government to clean 
up future financial messes. 

If passed, as expected, it 
faces a long highway of 
implementation with potential 
offramps for its most difficult 
provisions. 

Congress, for instance, 
leaves dozens of the toughest 
decisions up to regulators, 
such as levels of compensation 
for bank officials, the types 
of proprietary investments 
that banks can pursue, the

Granting such wide discretion 
to regulators may give them 
flexibility in responding to a 
crisis, but it also leaves them 
open to influence by lobbyists, 
as is often the case, or allows 
future presidents to weaken 
regulations. 

The bill has no provision to 
guide regulators if American 
firms decide to take their 
business to other countries 
with fewer regulations. 
Without a global agreement 
on how to manage such 
companies across borders, 
the US stands to lose jobs and 
income. 

The bill doesn’t do much 
to improve how credit¬ 
rating agencies assess risky 
mortgages. It lacks needed 
reform of the two largest 
firms that bundle mortgages 
into securities, Fannie Mae 


and Freddie Mac, both of 
which were guilty of lowering 
mortgage standards and which 
the government was forced to 
take over. 

A new Consumer Financial 
Protection Agency would be 
charged to set standards on 
mortgages, as well as credit 
cards and payday loans 
(although auto dealers are 
exempt - a sign of the power 
of lobbies). But its authority 
isn’t clear as it sits inside the 
Federal Reserve, whose main 
focus is inflation and banking 
stability. 

Perhaps the strongest reform 
lies in the Financial Stabili 
ty Oversight Council. This 
body would try to bridge the 
interests of many regulatory 
agencies and see the financial 
landscape as a whole, 
preventing bubbles in any 
part of the economy. But its 
exact scope is left up to the 
appointed officials. 

Second in importance to 


the council is a requirement 
for transparency in the 
multibillion-dollar derivatives 
industry. This type of financial 
instrument, now conducted 
largely in secret between 
private parties, would be 
put on public exchanges. 
Bringing this shadowy 
practice into the light should 
help identify systemic risks in 
the economy. 

Congress was under political 
pressure to rein in Wall Street’s 
worst practices before this 
fall’s election. And President 
Obama claims the reforms 
“can help prevent another 
financial crisis like the one 
that we’re still recovering 
from.” 

But so much has been left 
hanging that voters will have 
to decide if lawmakers made 
the right choices. Taking the 
biggest risks out of financial 
markets cannot be easily done 
if so much of about this law 
still remains at risk. 


Wests Technical Might Is 
Undermined By Moral Weakness 


The terrible trials of the post-Yugoslav wars of the 1990s never quite filtered down to the American 
people. Bosnia? Wasn’t that a radical Muslim state? Serb militias cutting down everyone and 
everything in their way? Yes, but weren’t those the same brave Serb fighters who fought with us 
against the Nazis in 1943? 

The fact that the patterns of the Yugoslav wars laid the basis for Western responses to the end of 
the Cold War is still little realized in the U.S. But, of course, all that is now over, water long under 
the bridges of the Danube, the Bosna and the Neretva; so what can it matter? 

The only problem is that, as stories out of the Balkans this week too well attest, neither the 
Balkans wars nor their lessons are over at all. Think for just a moment of the story of the “false 
wall” released this week in Belgrade and The Hague, and what it could mean to the future of 
Europe and the West. 

As it happens, during a raid last February on the Belgrade home of Gen. Ratko Mladic — the 
heavy-set, crude and brutish military head of the Bosnian Serbs during the wars from 1992 to 
1995 in which at least 100,000 died — Serbian police found a treasury of historical records. In a 
false wall they had not noticed before, they found 18 notebooks of his wartime military diaries, 
120 sound recordings, cell phone cards, computer memory sticks and documents showing the 
close top-level coordination and complicity between Mladic’s brutal Bosnian Serb army and the 
Serbian government and army during the conflicts. 

Although the notes, written in bold Cyrillic script, the script of Slavic languages like Russian and 
Serbian, do not prove Mladic’s infamous hand in the terrible murders of 8,000 Bosnian Muslim 
men and boys in the infamous Srebrenica massacre, they show important connections between 
these Serb armies, connections they have always denied. 

But as precious as these findings are to the six trials of alleged Serb war criminals now going 
on at the international war crimes tribunal in The Hague (which is also dying to get its hands on 
Mladic), at least equally interesting is how these items were found. 

The Serb police had studied the architectural plans of Mladic’s house and this time employed 
a “new device” provided by a “foreign government.” It is a camera capable of looking through 
wood, bricks and even reinforced concrete! The details are presently unavailable, but the 
successful employment of this device provides us with a profound new lesson in the all-too-many 
“teachable moments” of the Balkan wars.Consider: The ‘90s wars in the Balkans went on and 
on, with human suffering that had begun to rival that of the Second World War, largely because 
of the responses of the West. It was not because the West and the U.N. did NOT act against the 
marauding Serbs; it was because they DID act, but in an absurdly counterproductive manner.
